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Courtney Starrett (American, 1977-). "Bubble Wrap," 2008, silicone. Gift of the Artist. 2015.47 


Bubble Wrap. Courtney Starrett’s Bubble Wrap pushes studio jewelry into new and 
challenging territory by using silicone rubber and its blend of attraction and repulsion. 
Trained in metalsmithing, Starrett became interested in silicone rubber and its history 
and industrial uses in the mid-2000s. She was attracted to its tactility and stickiness, and 
the way it can be both appealing and off-putting. On view at Mint Museum Uptown, 
Bubble Wrap is part of Starrett’s Body Bubble Project of 2008, which also included 
individual silicone bubbles worn on the skin, as well as the conceptual work Body 
Bubble, a silicone bubble that encased a dancer’s entire body.

Tropical Still Life. The tropics captured the popular imagination during the final quarter 
of the 19th century and became a popular subject for American artists. While painters 
like Frederic Church focused on the fascinating landscape, Samuel Marsden Brookes 
reduced it to a background element here, choosing instead to depict exotic delicacies 
that were imported from warmer climates. Brookes’ paintings are noteworthy for their 
meticulous attention to detail. Here, he has even included a small trompe-l'oeil (trick the 
eye) detail: a fly that appears to rest on the vase as well as on the surface of the 
painting.
